When Higcl Turner was working on his show, meaning the first one that he expanded 
into the five^art series, he kept saying he needed to refilm Bill, with whom he had 
established a friendly relationship. He wanted Bill to say tliat the shot came from behind 
the picket fence but Bill, not knowing that it did, would say Ojjly tliat it came from 
behind, hint. Bo, each time Turner taped him, with Bill standing where he said he had been, 
Nigel kept moving thecamera to the east so that the picket fence would be behind Bill and 
thus it would appear that Bill was saying that the shot from "behind" was from beliind the 
picket fence. Not recalling how he wa3 facing Bill would not say that the shot was from 
behind the picket fence but by keeping repaping and moving the camera farthur east Turner 
made it appear that Bill was saying that tie shot came from the west, behind the fence. In 
the end he understood what Turner had done and had distprted what Bill 3aid into what he 
would not say but Turner wanted to liave him^aying anyway.
